2. The euvemy's vestela came out of the
harbor between 9:36 and 1000 a. m., the
head of the column appearing around Cayo
Smith at 9:31 and emerging from the chau-
vel five or six minuter Inter.

Position of American Fleet.

3. The positlons of the vessels of my
command off Santlago at hat monment weore
a5 follows: 'The fagship, New York, was
four mbies onet of the blockading station
fiod nbout seven miles from the harbor en-
trance. It had started for Sitoney, where
1 intended to land, accompanied by severdl
of my staff, and go (0 the front to con-
sult with General Shafter, A discussion of
the situation and a definite understanding
between us of the operations proposad bad
been rendered necessary by the stnexpect-
edly strong resistance of the Spanish gar-
rison at Santiago. 1 had sent my chlaf of
Atafll on shore the day before to arrange
an interview with General Shafter, who hae
been sulering from heat prostration. 1
made arrangements to go to his headguar-
ters, and my flagehlp was In the position
mentioned above when the Spanish sqund-
ron appeared In the channel. The remain-
Ing vessels were in or near their usunl
blookading positions; distributed in a semi-
cirele about the harbor euntrance, count-
ing from the eastward to the westward in
the following order: The Indiann about a
mile and a half from sbere, the Oregon—
the New York's place between these two—
the lowa, Texas and Brooklyn, the Intter
two miles from the shore west of San-
tiago.

Cervern's Dash for Liberty.

4, The Spanish vessels came rapidly out
of the harbor at a ‘speed estimated at from
eight to ten knots and in the following
order: Infanta Marin Teresa (flagship), Viz-
caya, Oristobal Colon and the Almirante
Oquendo, The distance between thego ships
wus about 800 yards, which means that
from the time the first one became visible
in the upper reach of the channel until the
lust ope was out of the harbor an interval
of only twelve wminutes elapsed, Following

While not a veteran in diplomacy, Gen-
ernl Porter is regarded as able and tactful
and moreover he would be guided by very
expllelt instructliong from Washington, This
plan I8 guite tentative, however, and It is
rather doubtful whether the United States
government would consent to have such
Important negotlations removed so far from
Washington and conducted In a European
capitul, where the atmogphere might not
be conducive to forwarding the desires of
this country,

Spain's pence proposal excited the deepest
interegt throughout Wasbhlugton and for the
time being war news gave way to an anl-
mated discusslon of the prospects of pepce.
This was true In diplomatio circles. The
move of the French ambagsador (ook the
other members of the corps completely by
surprise, as they had well known among
themselvas that all poace talk up to this
time had been fanciful and they had no
reason to think the movement should take
form so quickly. There were many forelgn

The signal was made simul-
taneously from several vessels, “Enemy's
ships escapiog,”” and “‘general quarters'’
was sounded, The men cheered as they
sprang to thoir guns and fire was opened
probitbly within elght minutes by the ves-
sals whose gune commanded the entrance,
The New York turned about and steamed
for the egcapirg fleat, flylng the signal,
“Close In toward harbor entrance and at-
tack vessels,” and gradually Increasing
apecd, until toward the end of the chase
It wns making slxteen and one-hnll knots
and was rapldly closing in on the Cristobul
Colon, The New York was not at any time
within the range of the heavy Epanish ships
and its only part In the firlng was to re-
colve the undivided fire from the forts in
pussing the harbor entrance and to fire o
few shots ot one of the destrovoers, thought
at the moment to be attempling to escape
from the Gloucester.

Oregon's Amaring Speed,

6. The Spanish vessels upon clearing the
barbor turned to the westward In column,
Inercasing thelr specd to the full power of
thelr engines. The heavy blockading ves-
gols, which had closed in toward the Morro
at the Ipstant of the enemy's appearance
and at thelr best speed, delivered a rapld
fire, well sustalped and destructive, which
speedily overwhelmed and  sllenced  the
Spanish fire. The initia) speed of the Span-
lards carrled them rvapidly past the hlock-
ading vessels and the battle developed into
f chase, in which the Brooklyn and Texas
had at the start the advantuge of position.
The Brooklyn maintulned this lead. The
Oregon, steaming with umazing speed from
the commencement of the action, took firat
place.  The lTowa and the Indigna hayving
done good work and not having the speed
of the other vessels were directed by me In
guccension at about the time the Vizcaya
wns beached to drop out of the chase and
resume blockading stations. a8a veasels
rdscued many prisoners. The Vixen, finding
that the rush of the Spanish ships would
put it between two Hres, ran outside of gur
own column and remained there during the
battle and chaue,

7. The skiliftul tandling and gallant fight-
ing of the Qloucester exclted the admiration
of everyone who witnesscd it and merits |
the commendation of the Navy department. |
It 18 a fast and entirely unprotected aux-
Ilury vessel-=the yucht Corsalr—and has a
good battery of llght rapid fire guns, It was
Iying sbout two miles from the harbor
entrance to tho southwerd and oastward
and immediately steamed Ip, opening fre
upen the largs ships., Anticipating the ap-
pearance of the Pluton wund  Furer, the
Gloueester was slowed, thereby gainlog wore
rapldly a high pressure of steam, and when
the destroyers came out {t steamed for them
at full speed and was able to elose in ut
#hort range, where ita flre was acourate,
deadly and of great volume.

Gloucenter's Heavy Fire,

During this fight the Gloucester was uoder
the fire of the SBocapa battery, Within twenty
minutes from the time they smergod from
Santlago barbor, the careers of the Furor
and the Pluton were ended and two-thirds
of their people killed. The Furor was
beathed and sunk iu the surf; the Pluton
sank In deep water o few minutes later,
The destroyers probably suffered much in-
Jury from the fire of the secondary battars
les of the battlaships lowa, Indlana and the
Texus, yet 1 think a very considerable (oc-
tor ln thelr speedy destruction was the fire
at close range of the Gloucester's battery,
Afler resculng the survivors of the destroy-
ers the Gloucester did excellent service 1o
lunding and securing the erew of the lp-
fants Maria Teresy.

Rescne of Prisoners,

0 'ih Vigeaya was #till under the fire
of th 'T’!"ﬁd ng veapels: the Cristobal Colon
had drawn ahead, Jeading the chase, and
woon passed bevond the range of the guns of
the leading American #hips. The Vizeaya
Wwas goon sot on fire, and at 1:15 1t turned in
whore and was hoached at Aserradero, fif-
teen miles from Bantingo, burning Aercely
and with its regervolrs of ammunition on
deck nlready beginning to explode. When
about ten mites west of Santingo the In-
dianna bad been signaled 0 go back to the
horbor entrance and at Aserradero the lowa
wan signaled to “resume blocknding ela-
tion.” The lown, nssiated by the Eriosson
and the Hist, took off the erew of the Vis-
cayn, while the Harvard and the CHoucos-
tor rescued those of the Infanta Maria
Teresa and the Almirante Oguendo,

This rescus of prisoners, Including the
wounded from the burning Spanish vessels,
waa the ocoaslon of some of the most dar-
ing and gallant conduct of the day. The
shipe wore hurning fore and aft, their guns
and reserve ammunition were exploding and
it wns not known st what moment the fire
would reach the moin magazites, 1o addi-
tlon to this o heavy surl was running Jjust
ingide the Spanish shipe. But no riak de-
terred our offcera and men until thelr work
wus complete,

Run Colon to the Denth,

10, There remained now of the Spanish
ships only the Cristobal Colon, but It was
their best and fastest vessel, Foreed by
the sltuntion to hug the Cuban const, Ils
only chance of escape waa by superior and
sustalped speed. When the Vizeaya went
ashore the Colon wne about six miles ahead
of the Brooklyn and the Oregon, but Its
spurt was finlshed and the Amoriean ships
were now galnipg on it. Behind the Brook-
Iyn and the Oregon came the Texns, Vixen
and New York.
bridge of the New York that all the Ameri-
can ships were gradually overhauling the
chase and that the Colon had no chanoe of
ascape,

At 12:060 a'clock the Brooklyn and the Ore-
gon opened fire and got the range, the Ore-
gon's heavy shells striking beyond, and at
1:10 the vessel gave up without firing an-
other shot, hauled down its colors and ran
ashore at Rio Torguino, forty-cight miles
from Santiago. Captain Cooke of the Brook-
I¥yn went on board to rocelve the sur-
render. While his boat was alongside I
came up in the New York, recelved his re-
port and placed the Oregon In charge of the
wreck to save it, If possible, and I directed
the prisoners to be transferred to the Reso-
lute, which had followed the chase. Com-
modore Schley, whose chief of staff had gone
on board to receive the surrender, had di-
rected thot all thelr personal effeets ahould

be retalned by the officers. This order 1
did not modify.
Complete Victory.

The Crigtobal Colon was not Injured by
our firing and probably Is not much injured
by beaching, though it ran ashore at high
spead. The beach was so steep that (t came
oft by the working of the sea, but the sea
valyes were opened and broken, treacher-
ously, I am sure, after the surrender, and
desplte all efforts {t sank, When It became
apparent that It €ould not be kept afloat it
wae pushed by the New York bodlly upon
the beach, the New York's stem being
placed ngainst It for this purpose, the ship
being handled by Captaln Chadwick with
andmirable judgment, and sank In shoal
water, The vessel may be saved. Had this
not been done. the, vessel would have gone
down In deep water and would have been to
i certdinty a total loss.

11. 1 regard thfe complate and (mportant
viotory over the Bpanish forces ns the suc-
cessful Anish of several wesks of arduous
and close blockade, so stringent and ef-
feetive during the night that the enemy
was deterred from making the attempt to
escape at night, and deliberately elected to
make the attempt In daytime. That was
the case, I was {nformed by the command-
Ing ofMicer of the Crlstobal Colon,

12, It scems proper to briefly describe
here the manner in which this was actom-
plished, The harbor of Santiago Is natu-
rally easy (o blockade, there belog but one
entrance, and that a narrow one, deep
water extending close up to the shore line
presenting no difficulties of navigation out-
side the entrance. At the tlme of my ar-
rival before the port—June 1-—the moon
wias in its (ull, and there was sufllclent
light during the night to enable any move-
ment outslde of the entrapce (v be de-
tected, but with the waning of the joon
and the coming of dark nights there was
opportunity for the enemy to escape, or for
his torpedo boats to mako an attuck on the
blockading vessels, It wans ascertalned with
fair conclusiveness that the Merrimae, so
gallantly taken into the chunnel Jupe 8, did
not obstruet it. I therefore maintained the
blockads aa follows: '

How Blocknde Waoas Malntained.

To the battleships wae assigned the duty,
insturn, of lighting the channel. Moving
up to the port at a distance of from one
to two miles from the Morro—dependent
upon the condition of the atmosphore—they
threw & searchiight beam directly up the
channel, and held it ateadlly there. ‘This
lighted up the entire breadth of ‘he chgn-
nel for walf o mile inglde the entrance s
brillinntly that the movement of small
boats could be detected.

Why the batteries never opened fire upon
the searchlight ship was nlways o matler of
surprise to me, but they never did, Bia-
tloned closo to the entrance of the port
were three pleket Jlaunches and at g litle
distance out three small plcket. launchos,
usunlly converted yachts, and, when they
were available, one or two of our torpedo
boats. With this arrangement there was at
least & certalnty that nothing could get out
of the barbor undetected, After the ar-
rival of the urmy, when the situation forced
upon the Spanish admirnl a decision, our
vigilanoe lncreased. The nlght blockading
distance was reduced to two miles tor all
veusels and a battleship wos pliced along-
side the searchlight ship with its broadside
trained upon the channel In readiness to fire
the Instant a Bpanlgh ship should appear,
The commanding officers merit the groptest
prialss for the porfect manner in which they
entered Into (his plun and put It |nto execu-
tion,  The Musspchusells, which, aceording
1o routine, was sent that morniug to coal at
CGuantannmo, Hke the others, had spent
weary nights upon this work and deserved a
better fale than to be absent that morning.
I anclose for the Informotion of the depart-
ment copies of ordera pod memorandums, 8-
sied from time to time, relative 1o the man-
ner ol malntuining the blockade.

Object of Blockade Accomplished.

13 Wheén all the work wus done so well
it was diMcult to diseriminate in prizes, Tho
object of the blockade of Cearvars's squadron
was fully aocomplighed and euch Individunl
bore well his part in It—the commodore In
command on the second division, the cap-
tains of ships, their officers and wmen, The
fire of the battleships was powerful and de-
structive and the reslstance of (he Spanish
squadron was, in great part, broken almost
before they had got beyond the range of
their own forts.

The Brooklyu's westerly
pasition gave It an advactage ln the chape
which it maintained to the end, and It ew-
ployed its Ane battery with telling efect.

COMMODORE SCHLEY'S REPORT

Detnils the Puranit nnd Destrunoction
of Vemneln of Bottled-Up Fleet
as Seen from His Vewnel.

——

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The following
la Commodore Schley'a report:

NORTH ATLANTIC FLEET, SECOND
SQUADRON, UNITED STATES FLAG-
SHIP BROOKLYN, Guantanamo Bay, July
6 —8ir: 1, 1 have the bonor to make the
following report of that part of the squad-
ron under your command which came un-
der my observation during the engage-
ment with the Spapleh fleet on July 3.

2. At §:35 a. m. Admiral Cervera, with
the Infanta Marin Teresa, Vizeaya, Oquendo,
Jristobal Colon and two torpede boat de-
stroyers, came out of the harbor of San-
tlago de Cuba, o column at o short distance
apart and attempted to escape to the wost-
ward, Signal was made from the lowa
thut the enemy was coming out, hut his
movement had been . discovered from this
ship at the same momont. This vessel wag
the farthest west, except the Vixen, in the
blockading line, Signal was made to (he
wostern division as prescribed in your gen-
eral orders, and there was Immediate and
rapid movement inward by your squadron
and a general engagement gt rapges bhegin-
ning at 1,100 yards and varying to 5,000 un-
til the Vizeaya wae destroyed about 10:50
. m. The concentration of the fire of the
squadron upon the ships coming out was
most furious and terrible and great damage
was done them,

Forced on the Deach,

8. About twenty or twenty-five minutes
after the engagemont bogan two vessels,
thought to be the Terror and Oguendo, and
8inee verifled as such, took fire from the
effective shell fire of the squadron and were
forced to run on the beach some six or
seven miles west of the barbor entrance,
where they burned and blew up later. The
torpedo boat destroyers were destroyed
easily in the action, hut the smoke was
g0 dense in their direction that I cannot
gay fto which vessel or vessels the credit
belengs. This, doubtless, wus better sean
from your Nagship.

4. The Vizcayr and Colon, perceiving the
disaster Lo thelr consorts, continued at full
spead to the westward to escape and were
followed and e¢ngaged in a running fight
with the Brooklyn, Texas, lowa and Oregon
until 10:60, when the Vizeaya took fire from
our shalls. It put its helm to port and with
a heavy list to port stood in shore and ran
aground at Aserradero, about twenty-one
miles west of Santlago, on fire fore and aft
and where it blew up during the night. Ob-
serving that it had struck its colors and that
several vessels were nearing it to capture
and save its crew, signal was made to cease
firing. The Oregon having proved vastly
faster than the other battleships, this vessel
and the Brooklyn, together with the Texus
and another vessel, which proved to be vour
flagsliip, contlnued wastward in pursult of
the Colon, which had run close in shore,
evidently secking some good spot to beach
If it should fail to elude its pursuers.
